James Johnson,(em- 
ployed at the Bundy mill, two miles dis- 
tant from the Foster home, testified that 
he was working with Johns that day in 
the timber cutting saw-logs, and that 
after the dinner hour Johns was absent 
about 15 minutes. Other witnesses tes- 
tified that Johns was absent until after 
Hilton oame back, and the prosecution 
showed that it was after two o'clock 
when Hilton returned. The evidence, 
with the exception of that of Mrs. Fos- 
ter, was of a very contradictory character.
